o f the chamber o f co mmerce was held Tues­ 
day evening at Delmo nico ’s. 
Co vers were 
laid fo r 212 guesta 
President Charles 8. 
Smith, o f tho chamber presided. 
At his 
right sat Secretary o f tho Treasury Fair­ 
child and at his left Secretary o f tho Interio r 
Lamar. 
To the right o f Secretary Fairchild 
were lit. Ho n. J o seph Chamberlain, Chaun- 
cey M. Depew, Sir Go o rge Campbell, and 
o thers. 
To tho left o f Secretary Lamar were 
Mayo r Abram S. Hewitt, J ames C. Carter, 
Hailey Stewart, M. P., Carl Schurz, Maj. 
Gen. J . M. Scho field, Co ngressman S. S. Co x, 
and J ames M. Bro wn. 
The o ther tables were 
o ccupied by a brilliant assemblage o f the 
brains and wealth o f the city and co untry. 
Three ho urs were devo ted to the discussio n 
o f tho creature co mfo rts pro vided, and then 
letters were read fro m President Cleveland, 
So nato r Sherman and Go verno r Hill. 
Tho 
president expressed his regret at his inabiliiy 
to attend, and said that o ne o f tho mo st im­ 
po rtant missio ns o f go vernrneut was the 
stimulatio n and pro tectio n o f the activities 
o f the co untry. 
He co ntinued: 
This relatio n between go vernment and business 
suggests the tho ught that the members o f such 
asso ciatio ns as yo urs o we to themselves, nnd to 
all the peo ple o f the land, a tho ughtful discharge 
o f their po litical o bligatio ns, guided by their 
practical kno wledge o f affairs, to the end that 
there maybe impressed upo n the administratio n 
o f o ur go vernment a business character and tend­ 
ency free fro m the diversio n o f passio n, and un­ 
mo ved by sud ten gusts o f excitement. 
Fennto r Sherman wro te that tho mo st im­ 
po rtant subject fo r future co nsideratio n, per­ 
haps, was the extensio n o f o ur co mmerce, 
and Go v. Hill simply expressed his regrets 
that he co uld no t attend. 
To the to ast to “ The President” Secretary 
Lamar respo nded. 
He said: “ I have been 
recently so clo sely related with the president 
that I fo und myself asking him what I sho uld 
say o p this o ccasio n. 
Said he: ‘Remind the 
gentleman that the two great questio ns are 
a natio nal representative o f the great co un­ 
try hero and a natio nal co mmerce which 
shall represent the United States. 
Tho gen­ 
tlemen sho uld exact the exo rcise o f the same 
qualities here which enabled them to elevate 
the co mmerce o f their pro ud metro po lis. Let 
me o ffer a vo lunteer to ast: 
To the gentle­ 
men o f the chamber o f co mmerce, held in 
high estimatio n in all the cities o f every part 
o f tho United States.’

Mr. Lamar stated his belief that o i r fo r­ 
eign co mmerce is increasing, but o ur to nnage 
decreasing. 
He ascribed this principally to 
the pro tective system. 
He predicted that we 
wo uld yet beco me the leading co mmercial 
natio n o f the wo rld. 
The to ast, “ The Queen o f Great Britain,” 
was drunk standing, and then Chauncey M. 
Depew respo nded to the to ast o f “ The United 
States; with a Go vernment by the Peo ple 
and fo r I he Peo ple, They are the Friends o f 
Ho nest Labo r, the Enemies o f Anarchism.” 
Mr. Depew, in the co urse o f his remarks, said 
the questio n o f the survival o f o ur go vern­ 
ment had just been settled in Chicago . 
It 
had been sho wn that tho velvet glo ve o f 
liberty co vers the merciless hand o f tho law. 
On pro po sing the health o f Mr, Chamber- 
lain President Smith said: 
We are very glml to welco me as o ur guest to - 
night a gentleman still in the prime o f life, to 
who m fame has co me easily, who se name is 
kno wn wherever the English to ngue is spo ken, 
and who , like his co lleague, J o hn bright, has al­ 
ways been co nspicuo us in his friendship fo r this 
co untry. lie has co me to us representing Great 
Britain upo n a mo st impo rtant diplo matic mis­ 
sio n, in the ho pe o f settling a questio n which has 
been the cause o f ba« l blo o d between o ur Cana­ 
dian neighbo rs and an impo rtant sectio n o f o ur 
co untry. 
It seems to me, gentlemen, that o ur 
guest is fully equipped, by lo ng business as well 
as public « \peneno e, to acco mplish the desired 
result. * * * I ask yo u, gentlemen, to till yo ur 
glasses and drink to the heal: ho t the lit. lio n.

“ Yo u kno w w hat great events fro m trivial 
causes spring. So me o f tho fiercest w*ars have 
sprung fro m petty misapprehensio ns, and it is 
the highest patrio tism to remo ve the causes 
o f frictio n, which o therwise might cause ir­ 
ritatio ns. I appeal to yo u, gentlemen, as rep*- 
resentatives o f the interest which co nstantly 
makes fo r peace, to strengthen o ur hands and 
assist us in the settlement o f these questio ns. 
I have no do ubt that the co nsideratio n o f the 
interest yo u feel in the settlement o f the co n­ 
tro versy between Great Britain and tho 
United States will prevent o bstacles arising. 
There two great co untries can no t affo rd to 
have any serio us difference, fo r they are the 
greatest custo mers o f each o ther. 
If yo u will permit me, I will say o ne wo rd 
abo ut my impressio ns o f this co untry.

have seen very little. 
I have heard a great 
deal [laughter],

I am simply 
amazed at the energy and enterprise and 
ceaseless activity with which yo u pursue avo ­ 
catio ns.

and that the peo ple sho uld respect them.”

“ A stenog raphic report of A. R. Parsons’ 
speech at tho Hay market was introduced in 
the Gary comedy as evidence in favor of 
Parsons. 
This i« what he said, in substance: 
‘No, do not try to hang McCormick or any 
other capitalist, 
A hundred would only 
spring up in his place. 
Aim at the system, 
not the individual.1 This was in answer to 
a sug g estion from the crowd that McCor­ 
mick’s life should pay for the six workmen 
whom he had ordered shot down in cold blood 
the day before. 
You see it proves that poor 
Parsons hadn’t an idea of stirring up the 
crowd to any overt act. 
And so Gary and 
Grinnell admitted. 
But lol the judg es of 
the supreme court have g otten ahead o f Gary 
and GrinnelL 
They say: 
‘A. R. Parsons 
said at the Haymarket: 
Do not murder 
McCormick or any other one man, but mur­ 
der en masse.1 See, Mr. Lazarus? Were the 
matter not so terribly, terribly solemn, I 
should laug h every time I think of that opin­ 
ion of those judg es.

“ Thanking you for all your kind efforts in 
our behalf, I am, ever yours sincerely, 
“ N ixa S p ie s. ” 
“ 1*. S .—By the way, I must tell you of a 
remarkable incident. 
The millioraire cloth­ 
ing dealer, Henry W. ICing (his mag nificent 
mansion occupies a diag onal corner from our 
home), had two employes on the celebrated 
‘g entlemen jury,’ one, or both, of whom were 
known to have openly thirsted for the blood 
of Aug ust et ah, before being impannelled. 
King knows this, but will not permit other 
employes to testify to it. 
Furthermore, he 
has openly advocated the execution. 
Now, 
he has a daug hter, Bessie, who is eng ag ed to 
be married to young Charles Bentley, son of 
the rich Bentley (banker or board of trade 
man), of the south division of Chicag o.

of stenography. 
It has recently been 
ascertained that the credit of inventing 
the find system of shorthand writing by 
sound belongs to the R« *v, Phinoas Hailey, 
a native of New Hampshire who bad 
settled in Vermont, and puldishe« ! in a 
Ikk»1c setliijg forth his system in 1819. 
This was eighteen years heftnv Mr. Pit­ 
m an’s “ Stenographic Soundhand” saw 
the light, hut to the latter is nevertheless 
accorded the credit of lx.ing the father of 
modern shorthand.—-The Epoch.
